Union High School District 
-Grand Jury releases report 


By Pete Campbell 

The Santa Clara County 
Civil Grand Jury recently re- 
leased its report on the mis- 
use of credit cards issued by 
the East Side Union High 
School District. The Grand 
Jury had looked into the mat- 
ter in response to a citizen 
filed complaint. The report is 
a scathing one. 

“In past years, a number 
of administrators and staff 
members, as well as some 
Board of Trustee members 
from the East Side Union 
High School District, have 
used district issued credit 
cards inappropriately. Board 
members have used District 
credit cards to pay for per- 
sonal expenses, for equip- 
ment specifically not autho- 
rized, and for travel to func- 
tions that were not approved 
by the Board. Administrators 
and staff used District cards 
to purchase goods and ser- 
vices without submitting re- 
ceipts and to bypass normal 
purchasing controls. The Dis- 
trict, unlike most other dis- 
tricts in Santa Clara County, 
did not have effective finan- 
cial controls in place for the 
use of credit cards, nor for the 
authorization of expenditures 
by district administrators and 


board members.” 

“Over a seven-year pe- 
riod, more than $3.4 million 
in credit card charges were 
made by a total of 92 people. 
During the peak year of 2000, 
nearly $900,000 were spent 
by this method, bypassing 
normal purchasing proce- 
dures and controls. Twelve 
individuals, with total 
amounts charged ranging 
from $90,000 to $246,000, 
accounted for more than half 
of the total expenditures.” 

“During this time, cards 
were issued as well to District 
board members. While some 
expenditures in recent well- 
publicized reviews have been 
found to be inappropriate 
(with some indications of re- 
imbursement to the District), 
the charges by the Board 
amounted to only 2% of total 
credit card expenditures. Al- 
though small in amount, these 
inappropriate expenditures set 
the tone for the administration 
to allow lax financial controls 
for themselves and staff.” 

The report points out that 
limits and controls could have 
easily been put in place, but 
“...controls were not imple- , 
mented because they were 
never requested.”

El Reagan de Antes 

Washington D.C.— Una fría noche en 
1986 me las ingenié para conseguir una silla 
en la segunda fila y en el pasillo central justo 
frente a la línea'visual del Presidente Ronald 
Reagan.

e identificara quiénes estábamos en la sala. 

Esa noche como siempre, muchos de 
los reporteros habían esperado hasta el 
último minuto para cambiar de sus lugares 
asignados. Se trataba de sentarse en un lugar 
más ventajoso que les permitiera estar 
directamente en la línea visual del Presi- 
dente... esto, junto con las corbatas rojas, 
aumentaba enormemente las oportunidades 
de ser seleccionados para hacer preguntas. 

La única fila en la que esto no ocurría 
era la primera. Pero el resto, era un relajo. 
La gente de la oficina de prensa se volvía 
loca con los cambios, pero no podían 
evitarlos. 

La conferencia transcurrió bien, hasta 
que el Presidente se dirigió al periodista que 
se había sentado a mi izquierda. Con la 
familiaridad y cortesía que Reagan siempre 
tenía, le llamó por nombre... Bob, dijo... 
pero nada pasó. Con el dedo, el Presidente 
hizo una señal en nuestra dirección y repitió, 
“*...you Bob”. Otra vez nada, Reagan in-

sistió diciendo *... You, Bob Thompson...” 
el pobre tipo sentado junto a mí estaba más 
angustiado que confundido. Claramente se 
veía que el Presidente se estaba dirigiendo 
a él. El problema es que este tipo no era 
Bob Thompson. Sino alguien que a última 
hora había cambiado asiento. Thompson un 
veterano periodista del San Francisco 
Chronicle, no estaba en la sala, se había 
quedado viendo la conferencia en su oficina 
del Press Club. Los cambios de asiento a 
última hora causaron que este Presidente en 
la televisión nacional pareciera confun- 
dido... y olvidadizo. Pero la verdad es que 
esa noche no fue su culpa... Sino la nuestra, 
por cambiar sillas y hacer su trabajo... aún 
más difícil. 

Ya para terminar 

La primera vez que conocí al Presidente 
Reagan fue otra fría noche de 1983. Con 
Marta, mi esposa, fui a la recepción de 
Navidad que el Presidente nos daba a los 
corresponsales de la Casa Blanca, yo tenía 
dos meses en Washington y no conociendo 
de los usos y costumbres, pensé que debía 
hacerle plática al Presidente y me preparé 
una historia sobre mi hijo y cómo mi niño a 
sus tres años de edad se había convertido 
en un fan de Reagan y de Superman. 

Al saludar al Presidente le conté mi 
historia y él siendo que aún no me conocía 
sólo me sonrió y me dio las gracias. La 
verdad es que lo sentí frío... Nancy que 
escuchó lo que yo decía tomó a mi esposa 
por el brazo y gentilmente preguntó por 
nuestro niño y por nuestra llegada a 
Washington, ella siempre fue muy gentil.

Yo 
conocí la magia de Reagan esa noche, a 
pesar de haber sido frío con dos desco- 
nocidos, las fotos revelan un calor y una 
atención enormes. Así era Reagan: buení- 
simo en los medios, pero distante en 
persona.

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The provocative movie:¢¢

When “A day without a Mexican” 
began the marketing campaign for its 
release in Southern California on May 
14, film critics were already labeling it 
“funny,” “somewhat controversial,” 
and “politically incorrect.” 

Yet, probably its best publicity 
came when Viacom decided to pull 
down a movie promotion billboard in 
Hollywood this April because of com- 
plaints about its “offensive content.” 
The billboard simply said, “On May 
14th there will be No Mexicans in Cali- 
fornia” and gave the movie website. 
To quote Shakespeare, “Me thinks 
thou doest protest too much.” | would 
have expected it more from the bill- 
board that read, “On May 14 the Grin- 
gos are going to cry.” 

Obviously, there is a deeper social 
issue here and all immigrants from 
south of the border know it, some na- 
tive-born Latinos believe it, and many 
others feel it but don’t talk about it. 
It’s much more complex than to be 
encapsulated by the word “racism,” and 
the movie “A day without a Mexican” 
gives us the chance to laugh and to talk 
about it; if we are ready. The Holly- 
wood billboard incident shows us that 
some people are not. They would just 
rather it didn't stare at them in the face 


as they drove to work each day. Out of 


sight, out of mind - but not gone. 

Humorously sarcastic and sar- 
donic, “A day without a Mexican” be- 
gan as an independent short film in 
1998 and then was expanded into a fea- 
ture-length film. In its opening week- 
end in Los Angeles it had the second- 
best gross sales after the movie “Troy.” 
As the new distributor company 
Televisa Cine’s first feature release, the 
movie cost $1.5 million and is now 
showing in mainstream Bay Area the- 
aters, including the Century and AMC 
networks and at Camera 3 in San José. 

Everyone who has heard of it has 
an opinion - whether they have seen it 
or not. Called a “mock-u-mentary” by 
its filmmakers, Sergio Arau and Yareli 
Arizmendi. the movie is prefaced by its 
title, beginning with an introduction to 
the four main characters: a television 
news reporter - the last remaining 
Latino in California, the Anglo spouse 
of a Latin band leader, an alpha-male 
white Congressman, and a sympathetic 
Anglo rancher who has a crop of or- 
anges ready to pick. 


Weaving through the impact of 


“lost Mexicans” on these four charac- 
ters and the State, the film is filled with 
vignettes of humor such as the man 
posting flyers of his lost pet Chihua- 
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arrives in the Bay Area 


hua named Chimichanga who disap- 
pears like all the other “Mexicans.” 

Silly and sophisticated at the same 
time, if you don’t get the point (and 
there are many to be made), the movie 
straight out and spells it. “Not all La- 
tinos are Mexicans,” is teletyped on the 
screen When a Congressman blurts out 
a complaint about “those illegal Mexi- 
cans from Guatemala and Honduras.” 

The plot thickens as a fog descends 
around California, breaking off all con- 
nection with the rest of the world. One 
third of the State, all Latinos, disappears 
over night. Actor/screenwriter Yareli 
Arizmendi’s character Lila Rod (Rodri- 
guez) reports on the news: “How do you 
make the invisible, visible? You take tt 
away?” 

Amusingly, it gives most of the 
audience a chance to laugh at sensitive 
issues, even while giving the viewer the 
uncomfortable feeling sometimes that 
there was a point missed. Not too often 
though. The satire comes right out and 
lampoons: “We didn’t know what we 
had. Please come back; we'll be nicer 
this time.” 

For all its descriptions and reviews, 
“A day without a Mexican” is provoca 
tive for sure. Want to know your friends 
better? Go see this movie with them and 
then go out for dinner.<>
